Neiu Delhi, the 3 rd December, 1960 

No. 3/43/60-EI — The Government of India hi the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting having considered a sugges- 
tion that cash prizes awarded to the producers and director* 
of films winning the State Awards may be given in the form 
of National Plan Savings Certificates and Treasury Savings 
Deposit Certificates and consulted the Film Federation of India, 
have resolved to accept the suggestion, 

2. Government have also resolved to broadbase the consti- 
tution of the Central and Regional Committees of State 
Awards so as to ensure adequate representation of person* 
conversant with each language in which films arc to be 
examined by these Committees. 

3, With a view to giving effect to the above resolutions,, 
the Rules concerning the State Award* for film* notified in 
the Resolution of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Information ami Broadcasting No. 21/11/59-FC (FI), dated 
the 27th November, 1959 arc hereby amended as follows, 
namely :— 

(1) The present rule 2 will be renumbered as sub-rule 
(1) and the following will be added as sub-rule (2), 
namely:— 

"2(2) Government may, at its discretion, give the cash 
prizes in the form of National Plan Savings Certificates 
and Treasury Savings Deposit Certificates." 

(2) The following will be substituted for rule 17, 

namely:— 

"17, Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 12 and 
16, Government may' co-opt on the Central or a 
Regional Committee, such number of additional 
members as may, in its opinion, be considered necea^ 
*ary to ensure adequate availability of member* 
knowing each language in which films are to be 
adjudged by such Committee. Further, nothing 
contained in rules 14, 15 and 20 shall preclude co- 
option of an additional member or members to- 
asslst the Documentary Committee, Educational 
Committee or the Special Committee constituted for 
the initial examination of children's films. The 
members so co-opted shall have all the rights of an 
ordinary member/' 

(3) The following will he substituted for rule 22, 

namely : — 

"22. The quorum of the Central, Documentary, Edu- 
cational, the Special Committee (If any), for Child- 
ren's Films, or a Regional Committee, shall be half 
the total number of members including the co-opted 
members."

C.P.W.D. into unskilled, semi skilled, skilled and highly skilled 
and supervisory categories and advice the Government on the 
measures to be taken to remove the existing anomalies, if any* 
with regard to classification of posts, individuals or groups of 
individuals. 

2. The Committee will be known as the Categorisation 
(Removal of Anomalies) Committee of the workcharged estab- 
lishment of the C.P.W.D and will consist of the following 
Officers

3. Tenns of Reference : 

The terms of reference of the Committee will be 

(1) To categorise post# in the workcharged establishment 
of the C.P.W.D* as unskilled, semi-skilled, skilled and 
highly skilled and supervisory, 

(2) To examine and suggest remedies to remove existing 
anomalies, if any, in regard to classification of posts* 
groups as well as individuals, 

(3) To rationalise posts to avoid duplication, overlapping 
of functions and effect consequential modification* in 
the recruitment rules, trade tests, yardsticks, etc, 

4. The Committee will complete its work and submit ita 
report to the Government within 4 months from the date of 
Its formation. 

5. The decisions taken on the basis of the Committee’s 
recommendations will not have retrospective effect and will be 
given effect to only from a prospective date. 

6. The Committee will be free to lay down the method of 
its working and other procedural matters* 

7. The Chief Engineer, C.P.W.D. and other C.P.W.D. Officers 
in the various Circles, Divisions and Sub divisions shall give 
their full cooperation to the Committee and assist their work 
by furnishing all information required by them'.
